A number of American prisoners 
released by the Communists said 
Friday 
that they 
were against 
amnesty for deserters and draft 
dodgers. Others said they weren’t 
sure 
in ban Diego, Calif., three Navy 
captains just back from Vietnamese 
prison camps ridiculed the amnesty 
requests and criticized actress Jane 
Fonda and other antiwar Americans 
who visited Hanoi, saying they 
“ shamed our nation in* the eyes 
of the enemy. 
But S. Sgt. Bobby L. Johnson, 26, 
of Detroit, told a news conference at 
Ft. Knox, Ky., that he could not 
determine for sure. “ I can’t say 
whether they should be forgiven or 
punished.” he said. 
“ I ’m sorry those who went to 
Hanoi did,” said Capt. Howard E. 
Rutledge. “ We were made aware of 
them. There was a constant stream 
of them.” 
“ They shamed our .nation in the 
eyes of the enemy,” said another 
captain, R.T. Jenkins, who told 
reporters in San Diego: “ I don’t 
know of a single man who fought the 
war with men who would have asked 
for amnesty. I don’t see why those 
who didn’t fight should.” 
Capt. James B..Stockdale said the 
American intervention in the war 
helped assure self-determination for 
the 
Vietnamese 
people 
and 
“ perhaps all of Southeast Asia. I do 
not believe we wasted our efforts.” 
The freed POWs declined to talk 
about their lives as prisoners beyond 
saying they had a unity of purpose 
and feeling of accomplishment and 
that they knew nothing of reports of 
collaborators 
and 
ostracized 
captives. 


There are 430 more American 
POWs in captivity in North and 
South Vietnam. 
In San Antonio, Tex., an Army 
sergeant whom the Viet Cong kept 
chained 
in 
a 
seven-by-ten-foot 
wooden cage for 10 months said that 
he did not consider draft evaders 
and deserters true Americans. 
“ I don’t think they should let them 
back,” said S. Sgt. Ken Wallingford, 
who appeared at a press conference. 
“ They’re not true Americans. Sixty 
thousand people died there fighting 
for a cause.” 
Wallingford, 24, said he received 
no 
bad 
treatment 
beyond 
his 
confinement in the cage. He was 
held by a 10-foot long cnain around 
his ankle. 
In 
Montgomery, 
Ala. 
three 
released American prisoners of war 
told reporters that as far as they 
knew the POWs in North Vietnam 
were behind U.S. policy 100 per cent 
and did not colloborate with the 
enemy.

Harris of Tupelo, Miss., who spoke 
for Lt. Cols. Herschel S. Morgan of 
Sumter, S.C., and Richard P. Keirn

behind our 
government.” 
When asked if there was talk in 
their prison camp of POWs turning 
against the U.S. government. Harris 
said crisply: “ I ’d rather not pursue 
this subject further. 
“ The people I was with were first- 
class Americans,” said Morgan, 
who had been a prisoner since April 
3, 1965 


The three declined to describe the 
treatment they received in the same 
prison camp. They said to divulge 
that type of information might 
jeopardize the lives of the POWs 
that were left behind 
Harris said the POWs were aware 
of some antiwar demonstrations in 
this country and although they were 
not glad there were such feelings 
“ most of us were happy that these 
things could happen in the United 
States and indeed America is the 
land of the free '

Recall ordered 
on cans of tuna 


WASHINGTON (U P I> - Star Kist 
Foods has started a nationwide 
recall of more than 172,000 cans of 
contaminated tuna that may cause a 
temporary flu-like illness, the Food 
and Drug Administration announced 
Friday. 
Initial reports of outbreaks of the 
illness 
came 
Thursday 
from 
Ellsworth, Wis.; St. Paul, Minn., 
and Mitchell, S.D The FDA said the 
tuna was distributed to warehouses 
throughout the country and there 
was no immediate way of knowing 
how much of it is stocked on store 
shelves 
The cans are 6^ ounce containers 
of Star Kist Chunk Light Tuna, and 
may 
be 
identified 
by 
numbers 
stamped on the cans On the top line 
is the letter “ G ” and the last digits 
on the bottom line are either “ D 
419” or “ D 417” . 
There are other numbers but only 
those mentioned are involved in the 
recall, the FDA said Persons who 
have bought cans of tuna bearing 
those numbers should return them 
to the store where they were 
purchased, it said 
The illness starts a few minutes to 
an hour after the tuna is eaten 


Health off icer tired

animal problems,” he asserted. Dr. Nardo’s present salary is slightly 
over $33,000 a year. 
Dr. Nardo denied that his request, which came on the heels of a 
controversial $4,000 a year raise granted to Dr. Norbert McNamara, 
county mental health director, was “ sour grapes.”

Increase expected July 1 
for food stamp recipients

¡overnment food stamp allocation 
or needy American families is 
expected to increase $4 on July 1 to 
$116 a month to help keep pace with 
soaring grocery prices, Agriculture 
Department sources said P riday. 
This 3 6 per cent boost in food 
stamp payments will not, however, 
match the 6 per cent to 6.5 per cent 
increase in retail food prices which 
government economists expect this 
year over the average of 1972. 
The department, which operates 
the food stamp program, has made 
no 
final 
decision 
or 
public 
statements about the increase, but a 
number 
of 
sources 
indirectly 
confirmed that a $4 monthly boost 
for a needy family of four was 
likely. 
An estimated 12 million needy 
Americans benefit 
by the food 
stamp subsidy program in buying 
groceries. 
Depending 
on 
their 
income, each poor family pays up to 
$88 a month for food stamps which 
presently can be redeemed at stores 
for groceries worth $112. 
Sen. Clifford P. Case, R-N.J., on 
the basis of preliminary reports, 
urged Agriculture Secretary Earl L. 
Butz to order a bigger food stamp 
increase “ so the very poor will not 
be heavily penalized by constantly 
increasing food prices. 
Case said in a telegram that while 


the 3.6 per cent increase “ will be 
welcomed, it falls far short of the 
mark” because of the expected rise 
of at least 6 per cent in supermarket 
prices this year. 
The increase is based on the cost 
of an “ economy diet” of basic foods, 
which the department calculated 
was $115 90 as of December, 1972. 


Israelis 
f ind pilots 
recorder

Egyptian accounts of the incident. 
Israeli military headquarters said 
the “ black box” was retrieved 
during “ meticulous searches” at the 
site of the crash Friday afternoon 
“ From the partial decoding that 
has been done up to now it may be 
assumed 
that the plane’s crew 
apparently erred completely in its 
o r i e n t a t i o n , ” 
said 
the 
announcement.

apparently thought the plane was 
spying in Egyptian skies.

appeared, the pilot thought that 
those were Egyptian MIGs circling 
around his plane. ” 
The announcement further said

Measuring the effectiveness of the 
Lompoc Drop-in Center isn’t easy or 
clear cut, according to counselor 
Lew Copeland, because the bulk of 
the 
program’s 
effectiveness 
is 
preventative in nature and just 
doesn’t show up in hard statistics. 
Copeland believes that the center, 
under scrutiny as refunding plans 
are considered at the end of its first 
year of operation, is valuable. It’s a 
needed resource, he says, for youths 
with serious problems as well as 
students contending only with the 
grinding every day pressures of the 
vastly changed high school life of 
the 1970’s. 
The evaluation problem, he feels, 
is that many of the center’s real 
triumphs are below the surface and 
difficult to discern, not because they 
aren’t real but because they involve 
things that never happened. 
A complete statistical picture of 
the center’s first year, he believes 
would have to include the number of 


youth-family problems which center 
counseling 
kept from 
escalating 
seriously, the number of fed up 
students who didn’t bail out of 
school partly because they could 
regroup at the center, the number of 
VD cases which didn’t become 
chronic due to center referrals, the 
number of problem pregnancies that 
didn’t end in tragedy because of 
counseling 
and 
referrals, 
and 
several other types of “ could have 
beens.” 
The 
school 
district 
counselor 
offers and accepts the premise that 
a new galaxy of youth pressures, 
pressures with which most parents 
are not conversant, have made 
finishing high school problematical 
for many youths. 
“ 1 really feel that nowadays kids 
have some things happening to them 
that we didn’t have happening to us 
in school. I think they’re really 
important. 
First, 
until 
recently 
these kids have never lived when 
there wasn’t a war on They have 


lived in a competitive academic 
system that says ‘press, press, 
press, 
press, 
everybody 
go 
to 
college, everybody get good grades 
These are two pressures. 
“ Another pressure that people 
don’t recognize as a pressure is 
continued 
affluence 
These kids 
have never really known for the 
most part what it is to be hungry or 
to have the butt out of their pants 
and not to have new ones. Some of 
them look as though they’ve never 
had more than one pair of pants in 
their life, but this is a calculated 
look 
Another 
pressure 
is that 
they’ve grown up in a society in 
which, for one reason or another, 
the family has become less strong 
These and a combination of other 
binds brought 900 youths into the 
wood frame East Walnut Ave. house 
between the opening of school and 
January 22, the counselor added, 
some with VD, some pregnant, 
some with serious family or drug 
problems and some just looking for 
a foxhole.

usurped by the Executive.” 
To return "to an earlier 
concept of three separate 
and 
coequal 
branches." 
“The Constitution did not 
envisage,” 
he 
says, 
a 
“President with the power 
to make and enlarge war 
without 
C ongressional 
mandate’” 
“It 
did 
not 
envisage 
Mr. Reid now 
repeats 
the 
phrases 
anaphorically, in the style 
of 
the 
Declaration 
of 
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Independence, as he recites 
Executive abuses. 
Now the problem with 
organic 
reforms 
of 
this 
nature is that they tend to 
appear to be polemically 
inspired. During the ‘30’s, 
for 
i n s t a n c e , 
the 
conservatives 
were 
well 
pleased with the Supreme 
Court 
because 
it 
rudely 
interrupted, time and again, 
FDR’s 
programs. 
FDR 
tried to pack the Court, 
failed, but in due course the 
Court 
b e c a m e 
extraodinarily activist and, 
under 
E i s e n h o w e r , 
Kennedy, and Johnson, and 
even Nixon, was forever 
making policy, at least as 
alien to what the U. S. 
Constitution envisaged as 
anything the Executive has 
recently done. But because 
the 
Court’s 
decisions 
harmonized for the most 
part with liberal ideology, 
the Court was no more 
censured than it had been by 
conservatives in the early 
’30 s. 
It would be a refreshing 
frank 
of 
Mr. 
Re id’s 
sincerity 
if he 
were to 
introduce

companion 
piece of legislation showing 
that he is able to transcend 
factional opportunism. He 
might, for instance, give a 
speech in which he remarks 
that though the Supreme 
Court 
is 
forever

proclaimed as the guardian

difficulty with this theory is

whatsoever. That was done

Congress, 
a 
hundred 
years 
later, 
and

c r i m i n a l 
p r o c e s s 
is 
substantially in chaos as a 
result. 
The 
Constitution 
surely did not envisage that 
the Supreme Court would 
decide just 
the moment 
when life comes to the 
human foetus, or under just 
what 
circum stances 
a 
school bus is the instrument 
of a child’s constitutiional 
rights. 
Moreover, 
the founding 
fathers made it very easy to 
restore 
the 
balance—as 
specifying in Article 2 that 
the Supreme Court should 
have“appellate jurisdiction, 
both as to Law and Fact, 
with such Exceptions and 
under such Regulations as 
the Congress shall make.” 
Congressman Reid has a 
fine opportunity to show his

“Out of a sense of social 
obligation,” said the third 
The doctors are Captains

Henry E. Streitfeld, and the 
nurse is Maj. Barbara L.

groups, and service clubs.

Vikes’ giant, second half plan ousts Tribe

The sad thing about the CIF playoffs is that, of the 
original 32 teams competing, 31 of them end their season 
on a sour note. 
The Lompoc Braves found that out last night, as they 
were defeated handily by the Saint Bernard Vikings, BO­ 
SS, in the second round of the CIF 3-A playoffs at Loyola 
University. 
Besides bringing to a close the Braves’ 
most 
successful season in more than a decade, the game also 
ended a 13 game win streak and a lot of Lompoc derams. 
The Vikings will go on to play West Covina in the 
quarter finals Tuesday. 
The final score was merciful to the Braves — the game 
wasn’t that close, at least not after the first half. 
Mammoth Greg White, the Vikings’ 6-8 center, single- 
handedly staked St. Bernard to a five point first half 
lead. Then he let his teammates take over in the second 
half to blitz the Braves out of the gym with a 16-5 third 
quarter. 
In the first half, the Braves did everything well except 
contain White. The big, agile all CIF first teamer drove 
around, through, and over the Braves for 20 of his team’s 
33 first half points. 


White scored almost at will, hitting eight of 10 field 
goals attempts in that half against the Braves’ man-to- 
man coverage. Dave Famum played White tough inside 
but couldn’t stop the big man’s left handed drives. 
Sparked by Dallas Riley’s 10 points and Rick 
Fridrich’s strong board play, and despite White’s 
heroics, the Braves lead by as much as five points in the 
first half. 
Tjem tjeu saw a 24-20 lead disappear as White hit six of 
his team’s last eight baskets, including two final lighting 
drives. At halftime the Vikes led by five. 
The roof was sagging only slightly on the Braves, but it 
fell in on them in the second half. 
Lompoc Coach Dave Ellison switched to a zone 
defense to stop White, which it did. But it didn’t stop the 
other Vikings. St. Bernard opened the third quarter with 
10 straight points to make it 43-28. 
Finally, with five minutes gone in the quarter, Riley 
hit a jumper for the Braves’ first bucket in six minutes of 
play. 
The Braves’ backs were so far against the wall by then 
that even nine straight points at the end of the third 
frame and the start of the fourth didn’t help much. The 


spurt brought Lompoc to within 10 at 49-39, but the 
Vikings took off again. 
They consistently swept rebounds and beat the Braves 
back on defense with their fast break to rebuild their 
lead to 59-39 with one minute left. 
Lompoc’s 10 point surge at the end of the game served 
only to savesome pride. 
The Braves held a 14-8 rebound lead in the first half, 
but grabbed off only nine in the second to 19 for St. 
Bernard. 
Mike Bratz, usually one of the team’s more reliable 
shots, couldn’t get on track, as he hit only two of nine 
first half attempts and went into the fourth quarter with 
four points. 
White got only four points in the second half, but 
Viking Coach Tom McCaffrey said, that that is par for 
the course. 


“ That’s been our pattern all year,’’ McCaffrey 
confided. White scores big in the first half because 
nobody believes he’s as good as he is. He can beat anyone 
in Southern California one-on-one. Other teams usually 
make adjustments at halftime as Lompoc did, and we 
don’t go to White as often in the second half. 


“Our goal tonight was to neutralize L o m p o c s board 
strength and limit them to one shot. They're not patient 
and they’ll take bad shots.” 
There was only gloom in the Lompoc locker room as the 
players mourned the end of a fine season.

Two Smiths, runner 
and vaulter, star

NEW YORK — (NEA) — 
At 7 o’clock one e a r l y 
March morning in 1966, Mar­ 
vin Miller’s h o m e phone 
rang in New York. 
“ I can’t sleep, I was up 
all night thinking a b o u t 
this,” said Robin Roberts, 
the pitcher a n d National 
League player 
representa­ 
tive. calling from Florida. 
“ What? What a r e y o u 
talking about?” a s k e d a 
groggy Miller. 
“ I mean, do you think you 
should shave your mustache? 
Maybe it doesn’t do much 
for your im age.” 
Miller laughed it off (the 
suggestion, not the m u s ­ 
tache). 
Miller then was a nominee 
for executive director of the 
fledgling M a j o r L e a g u e 
Baseball 
Players 
Associa­ 
tion. He was about to visit 
a l l th e big-league spring 
training camps to meet the 
players, and then they would 
vote on him. 
The baseball owners and 
executives, their long-stand­ 
ing absolute authority threat­ 
ened, spread the illusion that 
Miller was some k i n d of 
of strong-armed, goon-squad 
character who was going to 
w h i p people in line with 
henchmen and steel pipes. 
(Miller had been a labor 
negotiator and assistant to 
the president of the United 
Steelworkers of America.) 
“The contrast to what we 
were told and what we saw 
was laughable,” said Steve 
Hamilton, then player repre­ 
sentative for the New York 


Yankees, 
recently. 
“They 
hadn’t even met him. It did 
more than anything else to 
bring the players on h is 
side.” 
What the players saw was 
a gray-haired ( a n d gray- 
m u sta c h io e d ) 
48-year-old 
m a n w h o s t o o d 5-8%, 
weighed about 150 pounds 
and had a right arm shorter 
than the left because of a 
birth defect. His m anner of 
speech was smooth but not 
oily. He gained the confi­ 
dence of the players and was 
elected. 
What the players got was 
a man who has helped them 
not only win dignity, accord­ 
ing to Mets’ player repre­ 
sentative Tom Seaver, but 
win greater minimum sala­ 
ries (from $7,500 to $13,750), 
larger pension plans, as well 
as the right not to accept 
everything that the owner 
wants to put into a contract 
What did baseball m anage­ 
m ent get? Headaches. 
‘‘He’s a mustachioed four- 
flusher,” gushed Paul Rich­ 
ards, when he was vice-pres­ 
ident of the Atlanta Braves. 
Only this February, Frank 
Dale, president of the Cin­ 
cinnati Reds, offered to re­ 
arrange Miller’s nose. 
And what did the fans get? 
Sick. 
Sick of strikes (as in lock­ 
out), sick of holdouts, sick 
of what seemed to be the 
greed of players. Rarely, it 
seemed, were they sick of 
the hidebound, V i c t o r i a n 
qualities of owners. 
“ I know fans can’t under­ 
stand why Vida Blue, for ex- 
a m p l e , wanted $100.000,” 
said Miller recently, seated

in his Park Avenue office 
here. “ But they fail to re­ 
alize that Blue brought in $1 
million. They bring up the 
fact that doctors doing can­ 
cer research a n d o t h e r 
worthwhile causes could use 
that money. I agree. But the 
money that Blue doesn’t get 
doesn’t go to such causes. 
It just goes into the owner’s 
pocket.’ 
Miller believes that th e 
im age of the Players Associ­ 
ation and his o w n public 


image are painted such an 
evil color because of the 
power of the sporting press 
and the power of the Base­ 
ball Establishm ent to influ­ 
ence the sports writers. 


“The fan and the public 
have virtually one source of 
information,” s a i d Miller. 
“The press. And s p o r t s - 
w riters are usually owner- 
oriented, very conservative- 
minded men. They are con- 
scientous, usually, but they 
are usually flattered by the 


attention of the rich men who 
own the clubs, and are also 
flooded 
w i t h 
information 
given them by the public re­ 
lations offices of each club, 
the two leagues, a n d the 
com missioner’s office. 


“The Players Association, 
in contrast, has no public re­ 
lations man. In fact all we 
have is one director, one 
legal counsel and two secre­ 
taries. That’s it. 
“ So we are in no position 
to compete against m anage­ 
m ent in providing free meals 
a n d drinks at ballgames, 
buy up tables to keep those 
winter baseball banquets go­ 
ing, p a y them as official 
scorers, or to offer jobs to 
w riters like Ford Frick, who 
eventually became a com­ 
missioner, 
Charley 
Segar, 
now chairm an of the base­ 
ball rules committee, a n d 
J o e Reichler. public rela­ 
tions director for the com­ 
missioner. 
Another thing is that many 
sportw riters r e s e n t t h e 
Players Association having 
been instrumental in point­ 
ing out t h a t professional 
baseball is a business and 
not a sport, as the owners 
had long tried to portray it, 
for their own economic wel­ 
fare. 


‘‘Many sportswriters are 
disappointed that the game 
is not what they thought it 
was when thev were 12 years 
old.” 
So are the owners. They 
are being asked to explain 
their lament that they al­ 
ways lose money despite tax 
shelters, or the use of ploys 
such as that of Minnesota 
Twins’ owner Calvin Grif- 


fith, who pays 18 relatives 
(some in apparent s i n e ­ 
cures) healthy salaries, said 
Miller, and then bemoans 
that he is making no money. 


Miller was asked if there 
are any owners he does re­ 
spect. 
‘‘Walter O’Malley of the 
Dodgers is one,” he said. 
“O’Malley is a hard, real­ 
istic businessman w h o is 
part of this century and who 
does not pretend that base­ 
ball is something it isn’t. 


“ There are a couple more, 
but I’d rather not mention 
their n a m e s . The other 
owners might look at them 
funny. But O’Malley c a n 
take care of him self.” 
Does he think that he is 
contributing to the ruin of 
baseball, as some owners 
have said, by his activism 
on behalf of players? 


“ I don’t think so,” he said, 
“ and I don’t think the play­ 
ers think so, either.” 
An earlier criticism used 
by the owners was that Mil­ 
ler knew nothing about base­ 
ball. One team public rela­ 
tions man askea him if he 
was a fan. Miller said that 
he had grown up in Brooklyn 
in the ’30s and was a Dodger 
fan. Dodgers, huh, said the 
p.r. man, you probably can’t 
rem em ber 
a n y o n e 
w h o 
played on those teams. 
“ Normally, I might have 
rem em bered a c o u p l e of 
players,” said Miller. “ But 
I said to myself, ‘That hos­ 
tile bastard.’ And I dredged 
my memory and came up 
with the whole starting line­ 
up.”
